TiliPROPOSED INCREASES 


They "Should Be, Placed at Once In 


Power of Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission—Urges 
That 
Sixty-Day 


Provision Be Removed, Otherwise 
the.; Railroads Can Dodge—May File 
New Rates Effective In Thirty Days 


Washington, 
June 
8.—President 


Taft-sent a special message to con- 
gress; In which he recommended that 
the clause In the new railroad bill 
which" gives the Interstate commerce 
commission'power to Investigate and 
suspend Increased rates filed by the 
railroads be modified so -as to take ef- 
flect Immediately upon the signing ot 
tho act. 


As3t stands In the bill, the 
pro- 


vision! would not .take effect for sixty 
days.. The president bases his re- 
quesGupoiitthe agreement he reached 
.with -tho.; railroads 
whereby 
they 


agreed.to withdraw all increased rates 
until the new law Is signed. 
The 


message Is as follows: 


"A recent effort by a large number 


of railroad companies to Increase rates 
for Interstate transportation of per- 
sons and property caused me to direct 
the attorney general to bring a suit 
and se'curo from the United States 
court.Jn Missouri an Injunction re- 
straining the operation of such In- 
crcaiied rates during the pendency of 
the proceeding. 


"This action led to a conference with 


the representatives of the 
railroad 


companies so enjoined and the agree- 
ment by each of them 'o withdraw the 
proposed increat -s , \ rates effective 
on anil ;*U*r June.,1, and not to die 
any further" attempted Increases until 
after the enactment Into law of the 
penaiag^Wll to amend the Interstate 
commerce act, or the adjournment of 
the congress; with the further under- 
standing that upon the enactment of 
such law each would submit to the 
determination of the Interstate com- 
merce commission tho Question of the 
reasonableness of all increases that 
each TOlght thereafter propose, 


"H In now hoped that all of the 


other railroad companies will take 
like action. 
In order, however, that 


each iirty have the benefit of a speedy 
determination of the question whether 
or not Its proposed Increases In rates 
are justifiable, provision should be 
mado jiy congress to vest the Inter- 
state1 commerce 
commission 
with 


jurisdiction over such questions as 
soon as possible. 


"In the senate amendment to sec- 


tion 15 of the act to regulate com- 
merco;contained In H. R. 17,536, the 
Interstate commerce 
commission 
Is 


empowered,. Imraeaiately upon the 
filing of a'proposed increase In rates. 
of its own motion, or upon complaint, 
to enter iipOn an Investigation and de- 
termination..^ the justice and rea- 
sonajileness of such increases, and, in 
casej.lt deems it expedient, to sus- 
pend'the operation thereof for a period 
specjfiedjnjhe section to enable it to 
coraplete/suqh investigation. 


That $111 J;however, provides that 


the iict shall take effect and be In 
forefe only from and after the eipira- 
tioniof sixty days after its passage. 
This provision, If allowed to remain 
In tie bill, would enable carriers be- 
tween the time of the enactment of 
the 1)111 and the time of its taking ef- 
fect;., to file Increases In rates whlcn 
would become effective at the expira- 
tlonrpf.thirty days and remain in ef- 
fectt-ana be collected from the public.
